Claim Objections Withdrawn 

The objection to claim 63, outlined in the previous Office Action (Paper No. 7), 
has been overcome by applicant's amendment (Paper No. 8). The amendment corrects 
the dependency of claim 63 as appropriate. 

The objection to claims 67-69, as dependent from a claim that has also been 
objected to, is withdrawn. The objection is moot. 

112 Rejections Withdrawn 

The rejection of claim 72 under 35 USC 112, second paragraph, outlined in the 
previous Office Action, has been overcome by applicant's amendment. The 
amendment cancels the claim. 

112 Rejections Maintained 

The rejection of claims 64, 65, 70, 73 and 81 , under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, outline in the previous Office Action, is maintained for reasons of record. 
Applicant's amendment has been carefully considered, but does not overcome the 
rejection. As stated previously, The term 'effective amount' is indefinite where the claim 
fails to state the function which is to be rendered effective. In re Frederiksen, 102 
USPQ 35 (CCPA 1954). Applicant has amended the claims such that the stated 
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function is 'a desired pharmaceutical effect in the central nervous system." Thus, the 
function remains unknown, other than that it is a desired one. 

Claims 66, 71 and 74-77 also remain rejected under 35 USC 112, second 
paragraph, as claims which depend from indefinite claims are also indefinite. Ex parte 
Cordova, 10 USPQ 2d 1949, 1952 (PTO Bd. App. 1989). 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-63, 67-69 and 78-80 are allowed for reasons of record. The remaining 
pending claims would be allowable once the above 1 12 rejections have been overcome.
